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Space Dogs 
Recovered, 
Soviet Says

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union 
announced Monday that it had 
sent two dogs and a rabbit into 
outer space and recovered them 
safely.in a single stage interme- 
diate ballistic missile. 

The instruments and animals 
weighed more than 4,409 pounds 
the announcement said, which sci- 
entific commentators claimed was 
the heaviest payload ever to have 
been hurled into space. 


The announcement of the 
launching was repeated over Ra- 
dio Moscow at intervals. It did 
not report how high the rocket 
had risen. However, it said it was 
the third time one of the dogs— 
named Otvasanaya or Courageous 
—had been sent up in a rocket 
and returned. The other dog 
aboard the rocket was named 
Snezhinki—or Snowflake. The rab- 
bit is nameless. 


The launching took place July 2 
at 6:30 a.m.; the announcement 


{ said. 


The official news agency Tass 
added that instruments aboard 
had sent back information on the 
animals’ reaction to weightless- 
ness as well as information on the 
ultraviolet part of the solar spec- 
trum, the structure of the iono- 
sphere and the direction and 
speed of air streams at various 
altitudes. 


“The rescue equipment separat- 
ed as it should, and the animals 
are quite well after the trip,” the 
announcement said. 


It also said the research objec- 
tive had been fulfilled, adding 
that “‘for the first time, informa- 
tion was obtained about the com- 
position of light gases in the at- 
mosphere.”’

WASHINGTON—tThe House Judiciary Committee 
will be asked Thursday to approve a bill authorizing the 
government to seize and operate schools built with fed- 
‘eral aid that are closed down to avoid racial integration. 


This provision was, until Mon- 
day, an undisclosed section of a 
bill by Rep. Celler (D-NY) that 
was approved two weeks ago in 
executive session by an all-North- 
ern Judiciary subcommittee. 


Celler, one of the most extreme 
of the northern radicals on the 
civil rights issue, is chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee and also 
headed the subcommittee which 
had not a single Southern mem- 
ber. 


When advanced copies of the 
printed bill became available Mon- 
day, it was dis¢overed to be the 
toughest and most comprehensive 
civil rights bill ever presented to 
Congress. 

Until Monday many members 
of the full committee did not 
know what the bill contains. 


It was known that the Celler 
bill contains the now famous 
“Part Three” that was knocked 
out of the 1957 civil rights act, 
permitting the federal govern- 
ment to enforce by injunction all 
civil rights, including racial inte- 
gration of schools. 


Another provision, not generally 
known, would permit a civil rights 
complainant to go direct to the 
federal courts for relief without 
first having exhausted adminis- 
trative remedies. And the attor- 
ney general would be empowered 
to file suit for the complainant. 


It would also place Congress on 
record as upholding the Supreme

The union official named by 
Dorn was Tony Provenzano, 
president of Local 560, Hoboken, 
N.J., of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters. He was 
described by Kennedy as a “close 
associate” of James Hoffa, the 
Teamsters’ inteynational presi- 
dent, and friend" of many New 
York hoodlums. 


Provenzano, a dark-haired, 
bespectacled man in his forties, 
pleaded the fifth amendment as 
a protection against possible self- 
incrimination.

Mandatory Fallout Shelters’ 
At AllHomes Plannedin N.Y. 


(Copyright 1959, The New York Times Co.) 

ALBANY, N.Y.—A plan to save 
millions of New Yorkers from 
death and injury by radioactive 
fallout in the event of nuclear war 
was made public Monday by Gov. 
Rockefeller. 


The survival plan, called the 
most far-reaching state program 
in the nation by a special com- 
mittee that drafted it, calls for: 


1.A state law requiring th 


e|- 
construction of thick-walled pro- 


tective shelters in existing homes 
and shelters as well as in future 
homes and buildings in the state. 


2. An intensive educational pro- 
gram by the state to warn citi- 
zens of the hazards of fallout and 
what they can do to protect them- 
selves from it. 


3. Development of a “special 
survival kit’’ of food and other 
necessities, including a radiation 
warning device, to enable 
to remain safely in their shelters 
for at least two weeks in a radio- 
active area. 


The governor gave his ‘‘full en- 
dorsement” to the report, the 
chief aim of which is to save 
persons outside areas directly hit 
by hydrogen or atomic bombs. He 
said his administration would im- 
mediately begin to implement the 
broad educational program on the 
dangers of fallout, which the com- 
mittee called the ‘“‘silent killer.”’ 


Rockefeller said his administra- 


tion would soon begin a study of 


“the costs and methods” of imple- 
menting the second and third rec- 
ommendations, including the 
drafting of legislation to be pre- 
sented to the 1960 legislature in 
January. 


The nine-man committee, offi- 
cially called the governor’s spe- 
cial task force on the problem of 
radiation fallout, is headed by Os- 
car M. Ruebhausen, selected by 


| Rockefeller in January as his spe- 
cial adviser on atomic energy. 


Ruebhausen, whom the governor 
considers “the top legal personal- 
ity’’ in atomic energy, served as 
general counsel in World War II 
to the Office of Scientific Re- 
search and Development, and is 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Committee of the New York City 
Bar Association.

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Crisis on Crisis Is 
Communist Strategy 


Another crisis seems in the offing in 
Formosa Strait and this one could be the 
most serious of all. 

The Chinese Reds have been concen- 
trating air, sea and land power adjacant 
to Chiang Kai-Shek’s island bastion and 
it would be foolish indeed to imagine 
they are there merely for defense against 
Chiang. 

Again is illustrated the continuing 
strategy of the Communists. They can 
turn crises on and off at will. They use 
them to keep the United States and the 
West off balance and in attempts to gain 
concessions which will strengthen their 
hand in the power struggle for the world. 

The United States, perhaps unrealis- 
tically, committed itself years ago to the 
defense of Formosa. This position stands. 
Barring turning the job over to the 
United Nations under some sort of trus- 
teeship, we cannot abandon that position 
without irreparable loss of face and pres- 
tige in Asia. 

In Europe, too, the situation stands. 
The United States has made clear to 
Soviet Deputy Premier Frol R. Kozlov 
that it has no intention of getting out of 
West Berlin unless and until all Germany 
is united. Khrushchev, rattling missile 
threats in Moscow, refuses to budge from 
his insistence that all Berlin be made a 
“free” city within Communist East Ger- 
many. 

In recent talks with Averell Harri- 
man, Khrushchev boasted of Russian 
power—apparently in the belief that Rus- 
sia’s missile might had shifted the mili- 
tary balance to the Communists. If he 
believes this, rightly or wrongly, we are 
moving into a more frightening and dan- 
gerous period. 

The United States and the West must 
remain firm. It is important there be no 
miscalculations on the part of Khrush- 
chev and Co. that we can be intimidated 
into surrender. We must continue to build 
our military strength at all possible 
speed in those areas in which Khrushchev 
seems to think we are vulnerable. 

Meanwhile, the crisis building up over 
Formosa is more of the same. We are liv- 
ing in an era in which the brink of war 
seems the normal situation. 

Only through superior strength has it 
been possible to avoid crossing the brink. 
This will be true until such time as Com- 
munist leadership gives up its ambition 
to dominate the world by force.

Delays Proving Costly 
On Techwood Viaduct 


The City of Atlanta and the Southern 
Railroad are still wrangling over the pro- 
posed Techwood viaduct. Every day of 
delay is costly in terms of money and 
community progress. 


Unless the city agrees to changes in 
its proposed design of the viaduct and 
to relocate the railroad’s signal tower, 
Southern insists it will not willingly sell 
the city rights-of-way. To agree to this 
demand, the city maintains, would add 
greatly to the cost of the project for 
which bond funds already have been set 
aside. 

Good relations have existed through 
the years between. Southern Railroad, 
the people of Atlanta and their city 
government. In fact, the railroad has 
as big a stake in Atlanta’s growth and 
progress as any other business. While 
its officials offer vigorous argument in 
support of their stand in this case, it 
seems unreasonable to hold up a project 
of such importance when the facts do 
not seem to warrant it. 

We hope the city and railroad can 
get together on this as soon as possible. 

The project, which will cost the city 
$4,500,000 in bond funds under present 
plans, is far too vital to the future of 
this community to book further delays. 
Let’s iron out the difficulties ang get the 
job under way.

Steel’s Tough Position 
Marks End of an Era 


With the new deadline of July 14 
approaching in steel labor negotiations, 
the new, tough bargaining position of 
the steel companies has strong support 
throughout all industry. 


As the magazine Business Week puts 
it, we may be seeing the end of the 
“escalator era’ of almost automatic in- 
creases in prices and wages and the re- 
sulting steady inflation. Since the steel 
industry has been blamed for triggering 
a number of wage-price spirals in the 
past, it apparently now is determined to 
hold the line even if the consequences 
are a long interruption in production. 

Commenting upon the years in which 
the “escalator” philosophy has ruled our 
economics, Business Week says: 


“Was anyone really hurt—since there 
was formal or informal escalation for 
all: escalated wages for labor, escalated 
price boosts for agriculture and busi- 
ness, escalated tax revenues for govern- 
ment, even escalated pensions for So- 
cial Security beneficiaries. Why not let 
the happy whirl go on?” 


Two basic reasons against it are now 
being driven home. 


In the first place, the United States 
is in danger of becoming a relatively 
high-cost, inefficient producer with loss 
of markets at home and abroad. Second- 
ly, knowledge of the effects of inflation 
on savings is making it more tough to 
manage our public debt without causing 
further inflation and feeding the spec- 
ulative ferver of the ‘people. 


There need not be an end to economic 


growth. But the present situation de-. 


mands there not be another inflation 
break-through such as the disastrous 
boom of 1955. We must hold the line.

Space Program Is 


In High Gear Now 


NEW YORK—The recent lack of spectacu- 
lar achievements in the race for space is . 
misleading; intensive effort to plumb the mys- : 
teries of the skies is continuing in both Russia and the United States. 
What many observers have interpreted as a reduction in tempo in 
space efforts is more apparent than real. This false impression stems 
from several causes. 

First, there ‘have been no 


known successful Soviet space 
shots since the much advertised 
“‘Lunik,’’ or moon rocket of last 
January. 


But. experts, although some- 


_ what puzzled, still believe that 


Soviet space capabilities are ma- 
jor and increasing. Russia may 
well be ahead of the United States 
in the effort to put a man into 
space, 

Second, the public mind has be- 
come somewhat conditioned to 
the launching of satellites and to 
other space ventures; only the 
most spectacular achievements 
now attract major attention. 

Third, the space program also 
has entered a period of intensive 
development work in laborato- 
ries, drafting rooms, machine 
shops and test stands. 

Each day of research and de- 
velopment reveals all sorts of 


new technical problems -to be 


overcome and also emphasizes 
the need for far more scientific 
knowledge. | 

Nevertheless, the results to 
date show that satellite launch- 


‘ ings—at least in the United States 


—are becoming commonplace. 
The space segre card to date 
seems tp show that the U.S.S.R. is 
ahead in the power of rocket mo- 
tors and in the weight and mass 
of the payloads projected into 
space. 


The, United States is. 


ahead in electronics, instrumenta- 
tion, quantity and quality of data 
recorded and miniaturization. 

The, military applications of 
space are all still in the future, 
but the Defense Department's 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency, headed by Roy W. John- 
son, has an active and compre- 
hensive program for the devel- 
opment of military space tech- 
nology. 

Project Saturn, the develop- 
ment of a cluster of eight rocket 
engines producing about 1,500,- 
000 pounds of thrust (almost four 
times. the total power of the At- 
las rocket), will be static tested 
late this year, flight-tested next 
year.

_WASHINGTON — There is 


and there of the Constitution have 
been part of the court’s history; 
there is nothing new in that. But 
what is nf at. hand is something 
quite different and quite grave. 
For the present division of the 
court could lead to success for 
long efforts of some in Congress 
to curb the court’s power and 
mission. 

The nine justices have gone off 
to a summer vacation after a 
term of many split decisions. 
Now is the least delicate time to 
Speak openly of the unpleasant 
truth that, in an important sense, 
the court is in disarray. 

The court is now divided on 
nothing less than the whole vast 
question as to what the court 
really is—and is not, There are 
two views, one ‘‘conservative”’ 
and one “‘liberal,”’ as to what its 
role in our national life should be. 

The conservatives are headed 
by 76-year-old Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, a ‘judges’ judge.” 


_ They believe the court must ex- 


ercise its great power only with 
the greatest of self-restraint.. They 
are convinced that no act of Con- 
gress or of a state legislature 
should ever be stricken down 
without compelling reason and 
terrible care. And they believe 
that whenever this is to be done, 
it ought to be done with absolute 
precision.

They see the court simply as a

Doug- 
las. To oversimplify a bit, the 
Frankfurter philosophy leans to- 
ward the rights and interests of 
the federal. and state govern- 
ments as against those of the in- 
dividual. But the Warren philos- 
ophy leans toward the individual's 
rights ‘and interests as against 
those of any government. 

The Warren approach gives lit- 
tle weight to legislative inten- 
tions. In a basic way, this ap- 
proach sometimes seems to as- 
sume that court and Congress are 
almost hostile forces. And there 
is also a tendency toward an 
emotionalism, and thus an impre- 
cision, in judgment. So Warren 
majorities sometimes will be 
found later to have gone a bit 
farther’ than they really meant 
to go. 

Imprecision in judgments can 
mean unclear justice. And a 
court that is, or even seems to 
be, unclear will progressively in- 
vite the attentions of those con- 
gressional forces which are all too 
ready to clear up the court's mind 
~—to their own way of thinking.

INCOME DROPS 


Business picked up greatly in 
the last half of 1958. Yet year- 
end figures showed all nonfarm 
jobs down 5 per cent, manufac- 
turing employment down more 
than 10 per cent and car loadings 
off more than 9 per cent for the 
12-month period. 


Personal income dropped less 
than 1 per cent and retail sales 
held even. But for the nation as 
a whole, both had increased for 
the year.

Everybody talks about the weather-but, start- 
ing Tuesday, WSB-TV is going to show you some 


picttines of it. 


Channel 2 has come up with 
something brand-new in the field 
of broadcasting—a “Radome — 
which will en- 
able viewers to 
the 


giant new tow- @ 
er at the rear && 
of White Col- 
umns, is ac- 
tually a very 
modern radar 
device which 
will enable WSB-TV engineers to 
pick up pictures of thunder- 
storms, cold fronts and just 
pretty, innocent, fleecy clouds. 


The device will be introduced 
on Today in Georgia at 9 a.m. 
and it will be used in the special 
weather report on the 6:30 p.m. 
news and weather show Tues- 
day. This particular show, inci- 
dentally, is the highest-rated 
locally produced show in this 
area. 


According to Ray Moore, who 
qualifies as an amateur meteor- 
ologist on the basis of his studies 
of weather and his six years of 
reporting weather forecasts for 
WSB-TV viewers, the Radome 
will offer three different pictures 
of the weather. 


175-MILE SHOT 


The first will be a long shot 
which will cover a radius of 175 
miles. This picture will give 
you a good idea what kind of 
day they’re having in Birming- 
ham, Ala., or Chattanooga, 
Tenn. If there are rain clouds 
in the sky these clouds will be 
shown on your screen.

Gross (R) of Waterloo, Iowa, 
would be one of our best known 
legislators. 


Drop in on the House almost 
any time it’s in session. 


Chances are Gross will be 
there. If the bill involves money, 
and most bills seem to, chances 
are he will soon be suggesting 
ways to cut the appropriations. 


FORMER REPORTER 

A former reporter and news 
commentator, Gross, at 60, has 
been a congressman for more 
than 10 years. Yet he couldn’t 
look less like the traditional back- 
slapping politician. 

He’s a small man, and his ex- 
pression—or rather lack of it— 
makes him look like a marked 
down version of the poker-faced 
Buster Keaton. 


The House has just considered 
a bill that includes money for the 
State Department.
